Brazil claims 'D-Day' victory on 
Rio slums

RIO DE JANEIRO, Brazil 
(AFP) - Brazil claimed victory 
yesterday in its crackdown on 
the slums of Rio de Janeiro 
after an unprecedented military 
operation to drive out drug 
traffickers and secure the noto¬ 
rious favelas. 

Some 2,600 paratroopers, 
marines and elite police 


backed up by helicopters and 
armored personnel carriers led 
a pre-dawn assault on the traf¬ 
fickers’ bastion of Grota, a 
lawless city within a city with 
a population of 400,000. 

Grota is just one of 15 fave¬ 
las that make up the Complexo 
do Alemao, a sprawling maze 
of slums in northern Rio. And

LONDON, England (AFP) - 
Parts of Britain experienced 
record low temperatures 
overnight, including minus 17 
Celcius in Wales, forecasters 
said yesterday amid warnings 
of more heavy snow to come. 

"You are seeing some 
ridiculously low temperatures 
— it has been a bit like it is in 
the middle of Scandinavia," 
said weather forecaster 


driving through the heavy 

Michael Dukes. 

The temperature in Llysdi- 
nam near Llandrindod Wells in 
Wales plunged to minus 17.3C 
— the principality's lowest ever 
temperature for November and 
Britain's coldest for the month 
since 1985. 

The Met Office, Britain's 
national forecaster, issued se¬ 
vere weather warnings yester¬ 
day for large chunks of eastern

there was no mention of the ar¬ 
rests of hundreds of traffickers 
claimed to be the target of the 
operations. 

"This conquest is a decisive 
step forward for our public 
safety policy," Rio state Gov¬ 
ernor Sergio Cabral told TV 
Globo. "Today, we are turning 
a page in Rio's history." 

Yet despite shouts of vic¬ 
tory and the soaring rhetoric of 
senior officials, it remains to 
be seen whether the city, which 
is preparing to host the 2016 
Olympics and matches in the 
2014 soccer World Cup, has 
indeed been made safer. 

"This is our D-Day," mili¬ 
tary police spokesman Colonel 
Lima Castro told reporters, re¬ 
ferring to the historic allied in¬ 
vasion of Normandy in World 
War II. "We will return this 
community to the people of 
Rio de Janeiro." 


and southern Scotland and 
eastern England, warning of 
heavy snowfalls. Ireland also 
experienced heavy snow and 
Dublin airport was disrupted. 

Drivers have been urged to 
be careful in badly-hit areas, 
and roadside emergency firms 
in Britain reported a huge 
surge in calls for help. 

The weather has also dis¬ 
rupted several sporting events. 

Parts of Scotland and north¬ 
east England have already seen 
well over a foot (30 centime¬ 
tres) of snow since the start of 
the cold snap last week, and 
forecasters said the flurries 
could reach London in the 
coming days. 

The unusual weather has 
been caused by high pressure 
over Greenland and low pres¬ 
sure in the Baltic, forcing cold 
winds from the north-east 
across Europe. 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
WikiLeaks yesterday un¬ 
leashed a torrent of US cables 
detailing a wide array of poten¬ 
tially explosive diplomatic 
episodes, from a tense nuclear 
standoff with Pakistan to Saudi 
Arabia's king repeatedly sug¬ 
gesting bombing Iran, the New 
York Times reported. 

The cables describe the 
bazaar-like bargaining over the 
repatriation of Guantanamo 
Bay detainees, a Chinese go¬ 
vernment bid to hack into 
Google, and quote Saudi King 
Abdullah as saying the United 
States should strike Iran to halt 
its nuclear program, telling it 
to "cut off the head of the 
snake." 

They also detail plans to re¬ 
unite the Korean peninsula 
after the North's eventual col¬ 
lapse, according to The New 
York Times, one of a handful 
of international media outlets 
that gained early access to the 
documents. 

The cables also detail fresh 
suspicions about Afghan cor¬ 
ruption, Saudi donors financ¬ 
ing Al-Qaeda, and the US 
failure to prevent Syria from 
providing a massive stockpile 
of weapons to the Lebanese 
Hezbollah militia since 2006. 

They include closed-door 
remarks that could stoke scan¬ 
dal, including Yemen's presi¬ 
dent telling a top US general: 
"We'll continue saying the 
bombs are ours, not yours" 
when discussing secretive US 
strikes on Al-Qaeda in his 
country, and a description of 
Libyan leader Moamer Kad- 
hafi as always being attended 
by a "voluptuous blonde" 
Ukrainian nurse. 

Most of the 251,287 cables 
— many of which are marked 
"classified" but none "top se¬ 
cret" — date back to 2007, but 
the release also includes cables 
going back as far as 1966, The 


New York Times said. 

The whistle-blower web¬ 
site's chief Julian Assange had 
earlier described the release as 
a "diplomatic history of the 
United States" that would 
cover "every major issue" as 
governments braced for da¬ 
maging revelations. 

"We can see already in the 
past week or so that the United 
States has made movements to 
try to disarm the effect that this 
could have," he said. 

The White House slammed 
the release as a "reckless and 
dangerous action" that puts 
lives at risk around the world. 

The Pentagon, which was 
infuriated by the website's pub¬ 
lication of secret Afghanistan 
and Iraq war logs earlier this 
year, also condemned the latest 
release and unveiled new steps 
designed to prevent future dis¬ 
closures.

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Another “First” for Cas Animal 


Last week we introduced 
Kiki Arndt, founder of Cas 
Animal, a foundation dedi¬ 
cated to saving the stray and 
abused dogs and cats of 
Aruba. Kiki now cares for 72 
dogs in her home and 38 cats 
at a friend’s; this is an esti¬ 
mate, as it increases on a 
nearly daily basis. 

Last week, readers met 
Riu and Dorothy, two aban¬ 
doned dogs who have be¬ 
come inseparable compa¬ 
nions and Cas Animal’s 
poster mascots. This week we 
introduce the most recently 
saved of Kiki’s crew: First. 

First got his name because 
he was the first dog to be 
cared for by Nikita, a new vet 


at the Contreras Clinic, which 
works closely with Kiki in 
her efforts. She received an 
emergency call and found 
this beautiful young dog col¬ 
lapsed in the bushes, unable 
to even walk. Initially they 
thought he had been hit by a 
car and his back was broken, 
but actually realized he was 
just too weak from advanced 
Tick Disease. 

First was a bit snappish 
and frightened when Kiki 
found him, but she is accus¬ 
tomed to that. His blood 
count was so low, medication 
alone would not save him; he 
required a blood transfusion. 
It was Riu to the rescue with 
the live blood transfusion, 


“He is really the hero of this 
story,” Kiki insists, “he was a 
good, calm boy throughout 
the process.” 

The possibility that First 
was too sick to produce his 
own red blood cells still exis¬ 
ted; only after a few days 
would they know if his bone 
marrow was undamaged as 
the disease was so advanced, 
but he showed improvement 
and is better by the day. First 
also demonstrated that once 
he was feeling better he was 
a sweet and loving animal; 
Kiki and the vet estimate him 
to be about 9 months old. 

First’s story has a very 
happy ending. Miriam, an 
employee at Contreras Clinic 
formed a bond with him and 
took him home once his 
blood level was acceptable. 
Aside from his extreme de¬ 
bilitation, the clinic also had 
to remove a collar that had 
been placed on him when just 
a puppy before being aban¬ 
doned, which had become 
imbedded in his neck as he 
grew. 

If you are interested in 
providing a happy ending for 
one of Kiki’s many charges, 
contact her at 742-8732 to 
adopt a dog; transporting 
them to the U.S. is very easy 
and she will walk you 
through the process. Dona¬ 
tions are also appreciated as 
it costs 3,500 Aruban florins 
daily, ($2,000) to feed all the 
animals. 

Kiki also was subject to a 
accident earlier this week; a 
delivery truck pulled out into 
traffic without looking and 
has disabled her Animal Am¬ 
bulance. It will require 6,000 
Aruban florins to be opera¬ 
tional again and she suffered 
cuts and bruises as well. Do¬

Copenhagen plans 
super highways... for 
bikes

COPENHAGEN (AFP) - 
Copenhagen, one of the 
world's most bicycle-friendly 
cities, has begun turning its 
extensive network of cycle 
paths into bike highways in 
an effort to push more com¬ 
muters to leave their cars at 
home. 

Considered one of Eu¬ 
rope's two "bicycle capitals" 
along with Amsterdam, 
Copenhagen counts more bi¬ 
cycles than people and cy¬ 
cling is so popular that its 
numerous bike paths can be¬ 
come congested. 

Two-wheeler traffic jams 
are especially regular on the 
main Noerrebrogade thor¬ 
oughfare used by around 
36,000 cyclists a day. 

"You have to elbow your 
way in to go forward and 
some cyclists aren't always 
thoughtful," complains 22- 
year-old university student 
Lea Bresell. 

The creation of bike high¬ 
ways "comes right on time", 
says Danish Cyclist Federa¬ 
tion spokesman Frits Bredal. 

"Copenhagen's roads are 
overloaded with people who 
want to ride their bicycles in 
all kinds of weather," he says. 

If in the 1960s Danes 
viewed the car as the symbol 
of freedom, the bicycle has 
assumed that role today, 
Bredal says. 

"It's a mode of transporta¬ 
tion used by all social classes, 
even politicians ride bikes," 
he says. 

It is on crowded Noerre¬ 
brogade — the busiest bicycle 
street in Europe, according to 
the cyclist association — that 
city planners have decided to 
build the first of Copen¬ 
hagen's environmentally 
friendly boulevards. 

The jammed bike paths 


will be widened up to four 
metres (yards) on either side 
of the road, which will itself 
will be reserved for buses 
only. 

The idea is to make Noer¬ 
rebrogade "Europe's great cy¬ 
cling street", says Andreas 
Roehl, the Copenhagen mu¬ 
nicipality's bicycle pro¬ 
gramme manager who is also 
known as "Mister Bike". 

But Roehl is not content 
with making life easier for 
Copenhagen's inner-city cy¬ 
clists: he wants to get subur¬ 
banites out of their cars and 
onto two wheels as well. 

His goal is to hike the per¬ 
centage of suburban com¬ 
muters cycling to and from 
the city from the 37 percent it 
is today to over 50 percent by 
2015. 

Within the city, 55 percent 
of all commuters already 
travel by bike, according to 
the municipality. 

Copenhagen's bike high¬ 
ways of tomorrow will be 
dotted with pit stops where it 
will be possible to pump up 
tyres, fix a chain and have a 
drink of water, Roehl says. 

And synchronised traffic 
lights prioritising bicycles 
over cars will bring riders 
from the suburbs into Copen¬ 
hagen "quickly and safely," 
he says. 

That "could lead car-ad¬ 
dicted suburbanites to take 
their bikes to go to Copen¬ 
hagen," says cyclist Bresell, 
for whom bike highways will 
"make life even more diffi¬ 
cult for motorists and easier 
for cyclists." 

Already Copenhagen 
stands out among other Euro¬ 
pean capitals for its cycling 
infrastructure, counting more 
than 390 kilometres (242 
miles) of bike paths. 



Cancun, climate summit host 
and example of threats: NGO 



MEXICO CITY (AFP) - 
Mexico's Yucatan Peninsula, 
which will host a UN climate 
conference opening today, is 
one of Latin America's re¬ 
gions most threatened by 
global warming, an interna¬ 
tional NGO underlined. 

"The Mexican Caribbean 
is one of the most vulnerable 
zones faced with climate 
change," said Ignacio March, 
Mexico director of The Na¬ 


ture Conservancy, at a news 
conference in the Mexican 
capital. 

Rising sea levels, pre¬ 
dicted to increase by four to 
nine millimeters per year, 
threaten the area's exposed 
Caribbean beaches which al¬ 
ready suffer frequent damage 
from hurricanes, March said. 

They also threaten kilome¬ 
ters (miles) of mangroves, 
which "are the most effective 


green infrastructure for pro¬ 
tecting coasts against hurri¬ 
canes and tropical storms," 
he added. 

The storms also leave 
large quantities of dead trees 
in their wake, which pose a 
serious fire risk, he said. 

Off the coast, the world's 
second biggest coral reef 
after Australia's Great Barrier 
Reef is already suffering de¬ 
struction scientists blame on 
warmer seas. 

And the threatened Maya 
Forest, which stretches across 
Belize, Guatemala and the 
Yucatan, is the second-largest 
remaining rainforest in the 
Americas, the second largest 
to absorb carbon, after the 
Amazon. 

The November 29 to De¬ 
cember 10 summit in Cancun 
— a massive development 
which is Mexico's most pop¬ 
ular tourist destination — will 
seek to advance efforts to¬ 
wards a post-2012 climate 
treaty after the near-disaster 
of the December 2009 
Copenhagen summit. 


US shuts down counterfeit goods, music sites 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - US 
authorities have shut down 
dozens of websites offering 
counterfeit goods and pirated 
music, five months after a 
crackdown on sites offering 
movie downloads. 

Cori Bassett, a spokes¬ 
woman for the Immigration 
and Customs Enforcement 
agency, part of the Depart¬ 
ment of Homeland Security, 
said ICE had "executed court 
ordered seizure warrants 
against a number of domain 
names." 

The ICE spokeswoman 
declined to provide further 
details, citing an "ongoing in¬ 
vestigation," but Torrent 
Freak, a website about the 
popular BitTorrent file-shar¬ 
ing protocol, published a list 
of more than 70 sites it said 


had been targeted. 

A visitor to the sites Satur¬ 
day is met with a message 
reading: "This site has been 
seized by ICE — Homeland 
Security Investigations, pur¬ 
suant to a seizure warrant is¬ 
sued by a United States 
District Court." 

It informs visitors that 
copyright infringement is a 
federal crime carrying a 
penalty of five years in prison 
and a 250,000-dollar fine, 
while trafficking in counter¬ 
feit goods carries a 10-year 
sentence and a fine of two 
million dollars. 

The sites targeted included 
burberryoutletshop.com, 
cheapscarfshop.com, dvdcol- 
lectionsale.com, handbag- 
com.com, 
mydreamwatches.com, rap- 


godfathers, com, sunglasses- 
mall.com, torrent-finder.com 
and usaoutlets.net. 

The move comes almost 
exactly five months after US 
authorities launched a crack¬ 
down on websites offering 
pirated copies of movies. 

The domain names of nine 
websites offering first-run 
movies were seized in late 
June along with bank, Paypal 
and advertising accounts as 
part of what US officials 
dubbed "Operation in Our 
Sites." 

US authorities said at the 
time that "Operation In Our 
Sites" would target not only 
pirated movies but other items 
distributed over the Internet 
such as music, counterfeit 
pharmaceuticals, software, 
electronics and games.

If you don't have time to get 
to the gym during the holi¬ 
days, you can incorporate ex¬ 
ercise into your daily 
activities, an expert says. 

"It's important to maintain 
your fitness as much as pos¬ 
sible during the holidays, but 
don't worry if you're too busy 
to go to the gym. Many holi¬ 
day activities offer ways to 
get the 30 minutes of daily 
moderate physical activity 
that your body needs to help 
fight off many forms of can¬ 
cer and other diseases," 
Karen Basen-Engquist, a pro¬ 
fessor in the behavioral sci¬ 
ence department at the 
University of Texas M.D. 
Anderson Cancer Center, 
said in a center news release. 

She offered the following 
tips for incorporating walk¬ 
ing into your shopping trips: 

Park far from the mall or 
store entrance. If you take the 
train or bus, get off a stop or 
two early. When you're inside 
the mall or store, use the stairs 
instead of the elevator or es¬ 
calator. If possible, carry your 
purchases instead of using a 
shopping cart. This will help 
boost your heart rate and 
strengthen your muscles. 


"For walking to count as 
exercise, you should be a lit¬ 
tle out of breath and feel your 
heart beating a little faster. 
You should be able to talk in 
short sentences, but not sing 
holiday songs," Basen-En¬ 
gquist said. 

You can get an aerobic 
workout while preparing the 
house for guests and cleaning 
up after they leave. Focus on 
chores that use large muscle 
groups, such as the legs and 
back.

Cotton price surge threatens 
'cheap fashion* 



DHAKA, Bangladesh (AFP) - 
In the home of cheap clothing 
manufacturing, the record 
price of cotton is causing 
havoc for producers — and the 
pain will pass down the chain 
to buyers in developed coun¬ 
tries, analysts say. 

Bangladesh, the third- 
biggest producer of clothes 
worldwide, is one of the 
cheapest locations for manu¬ 
facturing in the world and its 
factories chum out clothing for 
leading brands from Wal-Mart 
to H & M and Gap. 

After reluctantly agreeing 
to a sharp rise in the minimum 
wage, under pressure from the 
government and violent 
protests from workers, the in¬ 
dustry is now grappling with 
price and supply issues with its 
main raw material. 

Cotton's price on world 


markets reached 1.50 dol¬ 
lars a pound (0.45 kilo¬ 
grams) for the first time 
on November 9, double 
its level of 12 months 
ago. 

"Top global retailers 
have for years cut buying 
prices of clothing to en¬ 
sure higher profits for 
their shareholders. But 
they must now under¬ 
stand that the era of cheap 
fashion is all but over," 
Hasan Khaled, former 
chief of Wal-Mart's 
Bangladesh buying of¬ 
fice, told AFP last week. 

"Western consumers 
will have to bear some 
pain of higher cotton prices 
even though they are facing 
tough times due to the global 
meltdown," said Khaled, who 
now buys clothing for US re-

Eurozone seals deal for banks to share 
bailout burden 


BRUSSELS, Belgium (AFP) 
- Euro countries agreed yes¬ 
terday that the private sector 
will share the burden in fu¬ 
ture bailouts after an existing 
emergency fund expires in 
2013, a diplomat told AFP. 

Bailouts will in future be 
organised with "case-by-case 
participation of private sector 
creditors," the EU source 
said, and would be "fully 
consistent with IMF" terms 
and conditions. 


In Dublin, the Interna¬ 
tional Monetary Fund an¬ 
nounced the detail of an 
85-billion-euro international 
bailout of Ireland, Europe's 
second this year after agree¬ 
ing to pump 110 billion euros 
into Greece. 

But as fears of crashing 
dominoes across and even 
beyond the eurozone rise, 
with Portugal and Spain al¬ 
ready in markets' sights and 
even France "categorically" 


BP to sell Pan American stake 
to Bridas for $7 billion 


LONDON, England - BP said 
it had agreed to sell its stake in 
Argentina-based oil and gas 
group Pan American Energy 
(PAE) to Bridas Corp, half- 
owned by China's CNOOC, 
for $7 billion, as it raises cash 
to pay for the Gulf oil spill. 

The planned sale of the 60 
percent interest, which sources 
previously said was under dis¬ 
cussion and which was for a 
price in line with analysts' es¬ 
timates, brings to $21 billion 
the amount that BP has raised, 
or agreed sales on, in recent 
months. 

BP has said it expects the 
costs of the Gulf of Mexico oil 
spill — the United States' worst 


ever — to hit $40 billion and 
said it would sell assets worth 
$25-$30 billion by the end of 
next year to pay for it. 

Bridas already owns a 40 
percent stake in Pan American 
Energy, which BP said was Ar¬ 
gentina's second-largest pro¬ 
ducer of oil and gas. 

Bridas was owned entirely 
by the family of Argentine ty¬ 
coon Carlos Bulgheroni until 
CNOOC agreed to buy a 50 
percent stake for $3.1 billion in 
March. 

The 60 percent stake BP is 
selling represents reserves of 
917 million barrels of oil 
equivalent (boe) and produc¬ 
tion of 143,000 boe per day.

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Cher a natural diva in 'Burlesque' 



LOS ANGELES, California 
(AFP) - Pop diva Cher has 
returned to the big screen 
after a seven-year gap, show¬ 
ing her talents in the musical 
"Burlesque," — and helping 
Christina Aguilera make her 
feature film debut. 

And the well-preserved 
singer-actress makes no 
bones about why she did the 
movie. 

"I accepted this role be¬ 
cause I was begged to do it," 
the 64-year-old said on the 
eve of the film's opening for 
the Thanksgiving holiday 
weekend in the US. 

"Most of the girls were 
half my age, beautiful, tal¬ 
ented, and a blast to work 
with," she told reporters gath¬ 
ered with some of the film's 
actors in Beverly Hills. 

Dressed in black and sip¬ 
ping soda, a relaxed Cher 
cracked jokes alongside actor 
Stanley Tucci, while 29-year- 
old Aguilera appeared more 
cautious, wearing heavy 
make-up and with pet dog 
"Stinky" in her arms. 

Cher's talents were praised 
by her co-stars including 
Aguilera, who has separated 
from her husband of five 
years Jordan Bratman and 
said Cher has counseled her. 

"She gave me so much 
adee, both personally and 


professionally. She didn't 
even have to open her mouth. 
She is just such an incredible 
presence and person," said 
the four-time Grammy win¬ 
ner. 

Aguilera plays a small¬ 
town girl who wants to make 
it big in Hollywood where 
she falls under the guidance 
of Cher, a burlesque club 
owner. Aguilera also wrote 
and recorded four new songs 
for the musical’s soundtrack. 

Describing Cher as her 
movie mentor, Aguilera said 
she has "been there and done 
everything before any of us 
came along. I admire and re¬ 
spect that truly." 

Cher and Tucc - who plays 
Cher's stage manager and gay 
boyfriend -acknowledged 
their huge popularity among 
the gay community. But 
mockingly defending her 
diva status, Cher asked Tucci: 
"You have a gay fan base 
too?" 

"Since 'The Devil Wears 
Prada,'" (2006) answered the 
50-year-old Tucci, who is 
also a film director. "Yeah, so 
now they're wondering..." he 
added in jest. "I don't know, 
we'll see what they say." 

"Yeah!" quipped Cher. 
"Someone told me after they 
saw the film that it was 
(Tucci and Cher join in) a 


'Gay-Fantasia.'" 

Writer-director Steve 
Antin said "Burlesque" tries 
to be "risque, always sexy but 
never sexual. 

"Everything we do in this 
movie, like with original bur¬ 
lesque, is intended to be 
something enjoyable... and 
funny and appealing to the 
mass culture, because bur¬ 
lesque was entertainment for 
the masses in its original 
form." 

A lifelong fan of musicals 
and child actor in "The 
Goonies" (1985), Antin, 52, 
said Cher and Aguilera were 
his first choices for the film's 
roles of burlesque owner Tess 
and aspiring film star Ali 
Rose. 

"Cher... she's the embodi¬ 
ment of female empower¬ 
ment, you know. And that's 
what Burlesque is about: fe¬ 
male empowerment." 

Cher, who was nominated 
for an Oscar in 1983 for 
"Silkwood" and won one for 
"Moonstruck" in 1987, 
downplayed the significance 
of the long gap in silver 
screen roles in recent years. 

"Nothing came to me that 
I liked except a part in (2008 
Abba film hit) 'Mamma Mia', 
(when) I was on the road and 
couldn't do, and other than 
that... I've been busy," she said. 


Indian elephant gets root canal for tusk ache 


THIRUVANANTHAPU- 
RAM, India (AFP) - Dentists 
in southern India have per¬ 
formed root canal surgery on a 
giant scale to rid a 27-year-old 
elephant of chronic tusk ache, 
officials said Friday. 

A three-member team of 
dentists helped by a veterinary 
surgeon carried out the two- 
and-a-half-hour operation on 
the male pachyderm which de¬ 
veloped a cavity in one of its 
tusks, they said. 

The operation took place in 
early November after the 
owner of the pet elephant 
brought the animal for an ex¬ 


amination of the infection that 
had damaged the tusk. 

"We decided to use the tra¬ 
ditional root canal process as a 
remedy," dentist Sunil Kumar 
told AFP in state capital Thiru- 
vananthapuram. 

He said the elephant was 
the perfect patient as dentists 
drilled and pumped resin into 
the huge cavity in the chipped 
tusk. 

"We needed extra-large in¬ 
struments and equipment and 
large quantity of resin to fill 
the crack," Kumar said. 

"For humans, we use only 
four grams of resin to fill a 


cavity but we had to use 188 
grams (0.41 pounds)) of resin 
to fill the crack in the ele¬ 
phant’s tusk," the dentist said. 

Kumar said the tusk was 50 
centimeters (1.65 feet) long 
while the cavity was six cen¬ 
timeters deep. 

"During the surgery, the 
tusker was not tranquilized and 
he was very cooperative and 
obeyed his handler," the doctor 
added. 

Elephants play an important 
ceremonial in Kerala where 
they are used in religious pa¬ 
rades, marriages and social 
festivities.

FIFA hit by fresh 

corruption 

allegations 

ZURICH (AFP) - New alle¬ 
gations of corruption have 
arisen just days before FIFA 
executive committee mem¬ 
bers are due to vote on foot¬ 
ball's World Cup hosts in 
2018 and 2022, Swiss news¬ 
paper SonntagsZeitung re¬ 
ported. 

The newspaper said a list 
of FIFA officials who have 
taken "millions in payments" 
is circulating. 

"There are many names 
from postbox companies," an 
anonymous Swiss resident 
who has seen the list told the 
newspaper, which explained 
that some FIFA executive 
committee members are hid¬ 
ing behind these companies. 

The newspaper added that 
a well-known member of the 
International Olympic Com¬ 
mittee (IOC) is also on the 
list. 

The fresh allegations 
come just a week after FIFA's 
fledging ethics body slapped 
unprecedented one to three 
year suspensions on two ex¬ 
ecutive committee members 
over misconduct or bribery 
on November 18, sidelining 
them from voting.

Federer out-lasts Nadal to take Tour Finals crown 


LONDON (AFP) - Roger 
Federer won the ATP World 
Tour Finals for the fifth time 
after beating Rafael Nadal 6- 
3, 3-6, 6-1 in Sunday's final 
at the 02 Arena in London. 

Federer takes home a 
cheque for 1.63 million dol¬ 
lars as well as 1,500 ranking 
points but, far more impor¬ 
tantly, he ended the year by 
scoring a significant victory 
over his biggest rival and, in 
the process, emphasised that 
he is still as hungry for suc¬ 
cess as ever. 

It was Federer's first tri¬ 
umph in the prestigious end- 
of-season event since 2007 
and his dominant form in the 
English capital this week 


suggests Nadal will face a re¬ 
newed challenge for the 
sport's top prizes next year. 

Nadal has enjoyed the best 
season of his career over the 
last 12 months and he shone 
again this week, but even he 
had no answer to Federer, the 
world number two, at his 
breath-taking best. 

Although Nadal and Fed¬ 
erer have been the pre-emi¬ 
nent forces in recent years, 
they had met only three times 
over the last two seasons, 
with the Spaniard winning 
their last encounter in the 
final of May's Madrid Mas¬ 
ters. 

Their showdown here was 
the perfect way to end a sea¬ 



son in which Nadal had de¬ 
throned Federer as world 
number one and also re¬ 


gained the French Open and 
Wimbledon titles from the 
Swiss star. 

Nadal had won 14 of their 
previous 21 meetings, of 
which 18 had been finals, and 
the most famous of those was 
also their last in London, 
back in 2008, when Nadal tri¬ 
umphed in five sets to win his 
first Wimbledon title in a 
match widely regarded as the 
best of all time. 

But Federer has played all 
week like a man with a point 
to prove and he looked in the 
mood as he held serve to love 
in the opening game. 

He had promised to take 
the attack to Nadal and the 
29-year-old's forehand was 


proving an impossible 
weapon to subdue. He used it 
to finish off the best rally of 
the first set in emphatic fash¬ 
ion in the fifth game. 

Nadal recovered from the 
loss of that point to hold 
serve but he was broken in 
the eighth game as Federer fi¬ 
nally shattered the Spaniard's 
resistance. 

Once again it was Fed¬ 
erer's forehand that caused 
the problems as he unloaded 
another winner to bring up 
break point before convert¬ 
ing the chance with a per¬ 
fect backhand that left 
Nadal groping in vain for a 
return.
